The Week. 
RUSSIAN-BORN AND MILITARY SERVICE. 


THE regulations which the Home Office. has issued for the enlistment 
in the British Army of Russian-born subjects follow very largely the lines 
that have been foreshadowed. Russians of military age may either join 
for immediate service, or they may attest, and, if they so desire, appeal to 
the tribunals for exemption on any of the grounds open to British 
subjects. Pay, separation allowances, and pensions are to be the 
same for Russian as for British recruits, and in the case of those 
enlisting for immediate service it is stated that they will, if they wish 
it, be posted in batches to serve together in the same unit so far as 
possible. We presume that this last provision will also hold good in the 


case of the attested men, though this is ‘not explicitly stated. . An 


attempt is made in the regulations to minimise the difficulties attendant 
on the question of naturalisation. There is still no concession 
of naturalisation directly upon enlistment. But the recruit is to be 
given a printed statement informing him that he will be naturalised 
after three months’ service in the ranks if he satisfies the statutory require- 
ments. In order to meet the case of the wife and “ minor” children of a 
soldier who dies while on service before the expiration of the three months’ 
period, it is provided that these are to enjoy the naturalisation privileges that 
would have been extended to the deceased soldier. These provisions go some 


way towards dealing with the question of naturalisation, but we regret that. 


the HOME SECRETARY has not seen his way to deal more liberally with it. 
There is not, of course, for the moment any compulsion of these men. When, 


if ever there is, the point in respect to their naturalisation would become 
one involving essential principles. At present there is no more than an 
invitation tothe Russian-born to join. But the privilege of being made British 
subjects ought to, and naturaily will, form a great inducement. Therefore, 
every difficulty or drawback or reservation in the rules as to the naturalisa- 
tion of recruits must necessarily hinder enlistment. We do not see why 
the three months’ suspense period is maintained at all, or rather why the 
recruit who joins on condition that he is naturalised, cannot be informed 
whether the bargain is or is not to be carried out before he is called upon 
to engage himself irretrievably to his share of the transaction. That, 
it occurs to us, would have rendered the position rather less one-sided and 
more equitable and would therefore have been more likely to bring the 
desired results at the recruiting offices. For it is difficult to see how 
Russian subjects in the army, who do not fulfil all the statutory conditions, 
can do other than serve and fight—and die—for this country as aliens. The 
country is asking supreme service of these men. To ladle out the privilege 
it bas in its gift with Squeers’-like niggardliness does not show a full 
appreciation of the sacrifice involved in that service. The stipulations. 
indeed, leave many means for—to put it mildly—making naturalisation, 
instead of very sure and easy as it should be, really very difficult or, at 
least, uncertain. 
| 


THE VOLUNTARY EFFORT. 


MANY difficulties may arise for the Russian-British soldier who wishes 
to be naturalised under those regulations. There is, for instance, the vague 
and elastic language test. The recruit must have an “ adequate knowledge 
of the English language.” What is meant by “adequate knowledge”? 
Everybody knows the difficulties which always lurk in this language test, and 
the examination, in this respect, will clearly, if naturalisation is to be at 
all general among these men, have to be conducted by reasonable people, 
and with a good deal of latitude. 
the recruit must have lived here during the last twelve months is, 
in the circumstances, open to ckallenge. We know, of course, that 
these requirements are statutory, and we take it that certain of 
them cannot be changed except after arrangement with other countries. 
But it would need only a very few days to pass a short bill through Parlia- 
ment suspending some of them in the case of Russian subjects joining the 
British forces. The regulations wind up with an intimation that after Sep- 
tember 30th—the last day for attestation—the question whether it is 
necessary to adopt further measures to deal with those who hold aloof wil] 
be considered. Unless, therefore, the whole problem of repatriation is to be 
opened up again, there must be a vigorous recruiting campaign, but although 
we are already at September 8th, and only three weeks, broken 
by the Jewish holy days, thus remain, there is no definite sign 
of any such movement. In the matter of attestation, appeals, 
and naturalisation a good deal of guidance may be necessary, and 
we imagine that Mr. SAMUEL will see his way to extend the date if he finds 
any encouragement in recruiting—in the enlistments and the attestations— 
to do so, We hope sincerely that he will and that our Russian-born 
brethren will make up their minds to rally to the call that is being made 
to them. The terrible alternative which the HoME SECRETARY laid 
before Parliament is one that at all costs must be avoided. Nothing is 
said about it zow in the present Home Office regulations, and nothing ever 
will be again if there is a fair response to the voluntary recruiting to which 
these mén are naw invited. That is a point that must not be lost sight of, 


|.AN OBJECTIONABLE COMPROMISE. 


WE observe, from an interesting article which Mr. LUCIEN WOLF con: : 


Then, again, the stipulation that’ 


tributes to the Daily Chronicle, and which we reprint in full elsewhere, that 
that gentleman supports the plan, that hasin certain quarters been proposed, 
of incorporating Russian-born subjects who are eligible for military service in 
labour battalions or reserving them for Home Defence—or rather for service 
in this country—only. It is difficult to see any justification in logic or 
otherwise for the proposal, or, indeed, to account for it at all except as a 
sort of compromise to avoid a very much overrated difficulty. So far as the 
principle involved is concerned, either there is an obligation on these men to 
serve or there is not. If there is, then they have noright to pick and choose 
the particular place for the service which they will give. If there is not, 
then the country has no right to call upon them even for a service in which 
there will be a minimum of personal risk. We are aware of the conten- 
tion that while the Russian resident is ready to defend this country he is 
not willing to help the land of which he has such painful memories. But 
after all it may very well be that Great Britain is best protected, not on the 
green fields of England but on the Somme or at Salonika, just as France is 
to-day being slowly redeemed, partly through the pressure which detains 
so many Germans on the Eastern front. Again, who would care to contend 
that the defeat of an actual invasion of this country, or ‘ preparedness” 
that would forestall and prevent it, would not be of the utmost service to 
Russia as one of England's Allies? Moreover, if the Russian-born Jew 
serves in defence of England at home, he is setting free Englishmen to 
fight on the Continent, and is thus palpably helping the country which he 
pleads that he objects to aid. The fact is that any work of military service 
done in any of the allied countries must be of help to all the allied belli- 
gerents, and we have not heard of any of our Russian-born coreligionists 
who have refused to render direct aid to the Russian forces, by the making 


of equipment for Russian soldiers, for instance, which is being so largely | 


undertaken in this country and in which Jews, Russian-born and others, 
are extensively engaged. Indeed, the plan which Mr. WoLrF approves 
seems to have most of the disadvantages and fewest of the advantages 
of any scheme yet proposed. True, it will rid the Jewish quarters of Jewish 
eligibles—the stumbling-blocks of the native residents—-but it leaves it open 
to future agitators to damn the immigrants’ cause and that of the Russian 
Jews by branding our coreligionists as cowards and ingrates ; a verdict that 
the vast majority of Russian Jews, like Jews in general, deserve not in the 
least, as the war is proving amply. day by day. Jews will have gained a 


wholly gratuitous reputation in the public mind through the action of acom- © 


parative handful of our people. All this bargaining and chaffering, this laying 
down of conditions'and doling out of degrees of service, is undignified and 
ungracious, and must only end in marring the effect of the service which 
may ultimately be given, and with it the position and the prospects of our 
Russian brethren, the very community from which these men sprang, Rather 
than this should continue it would be infinitely better to banish the whole 
controversy into the limbo of Jewish and administrative failures, and face 
the future with what composure we may—unless even now the Government 
can find some means for deeming these men to be British citizens, so that 
they may thus be brought within the Military Service Acts. 


A WEAPON FOR OUR ENEMIES. 


| A RECENT number of the Amcrican Hebrew was adorned with a 
cartoon of a double-headed eagle, perched upon a gallows from which hung 
the figureof a Russian Jew. Inthe beak of one head wasa platter bearing 
the inscription- “Loan Please!” From the other oozed drops of some 
undescribed liquid towards the ghastly face of the suspended human. being ; 
while one of the monster’s talons clutched a sceptre inscribed “ Civilisation,"* 
and on the breast of the bird of prey was written the word * Kussia.’’ Now 
we say nothing, because nothing need be said, as to the taste of this 
gruesome cartoon. But we feel it our duty tomake some comment upon it 
from other points of view. The United States has, from the first, 
declared a stubborn neutrality. Its attitude has been carried to lengths 
in which, to. outside observers, the interests of the country, to say 
nothing of humanity in general, seemed dangerously obscured. But every 
independent nation has the right to construe its own duty as it pleases, 
and even when Jewish organs took up the neutrality cry we bowed before 
their judgment, though with misgivings. But if this is to be the attitude 
of America, then such it should remain, without wavering or compromise 
What are we to think, therefore, when in an organ like the American 
Hebrew a drawing. appears which pictures one of the belligerents asa 
murderer pretending to defend the cause of civilisation ? 
say even of the consistency of a journal that, on another page of the very 
issue in which this atrocious lampoon appears, publishes an attack on pro. 
pagandists who seek to prejudice American public opinion in favour of one 
country and against another? Our contemporary may argue that it is pro- 
Jewish rather than anti-Ally, and that it is actuated by antipathy toa 
country in which the Jew still remains oppressed rather than by hostility to 
the Allies’ cause. Weheara good deal of that argument nearer home. But 
if that be the case with our contemporary it should surely ask itself whether 
our Russian coreligionists are likely to be helped, or whether they are more 
likely to be injured, by a scurrilous picture of the kind we have described. 
There are some three or four hundred thousand Jews in the Tsar’s armies, 
fighting with sublime heroism.. But their gallantry and_ self- 


sacrifice must, so far as the Jewish cause is concerned, be thrown away by 


this cheap enmity of coreligionists who do not know the bitterness of the 


present struggle, but who thus deliberately place weapons in the hands of © 
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the enemies of the Jews. The American Hebrew must realise that its 
cartoons can do no mortal good, but that they may do infinite harm, at a 
time when a struggle is being waged, with no negligible omens of success, 
for the redemption of the Russian Jew. Is it too much to ask that a 
responsible organ of American Jewry, if. it cannot practise the neutrality it 
preaches, should at least approach the grave and weighty matters at issue 
with caution and restraint, as well as with an anxious and well-reasoned regard 
for the future of six millions of our stricken race? It is for their sake and 
for that of the reputation for the fairness and for sanity of our people that 


we feel constrained to call attention to what must very seriously imperil the 


one and the other in the public mind. 


GERMAN ANTI-SEMITISM. 


A CIRCULAR has been issued by prominent representatives of all the 
chief Jewish organisations in Germany, so we learn, announcing the forma- 
tion of a “Committee for War Statistics.” This body, it seems, is making 
‘an exhaustive inventory of what has been done by the Jews of Germany 
during the war, both at home and in the field, the purpose being to refute 
the charge of “ unseemly behaviour ” which has been made against the 
German Jewish Community. This is quite an admirable plan, which might 
conceivably have its uses elsewhere. _But it is in the explanatory remarks 
that we are mainly interested. Says the circular :— 

There are many signs that after the war we shall have to reckon with a 
revival of the anti-Semitic movement, and that, in particular, the Jews are to be 
charged with inadequate participation in war service, For this reason the efforts 
of the statistical committee must at present be regarded as one of the most im- 
sides tasks of German Jews. 

“A revival of the anti-Semitic Mov ement! This is not the . first 
time during the war that our German coreligionists have tolled 
the warning bell, and to .be sure they may well be troubled at the 
prospect before them. Did not the foul thing called anti-Semitism take birth 
in Germany after the campaign of 1870, spreading the poison of its pseudo- 
scientific theories far andwide? Have not anti-Semitic attacks been con- 

stant in Germany during the war, even while German Jews were pour- 
ing out their blood for the fatherland? And have we not seen learned 


professors and others solemnly proposing the erection of a great new Jewish. 


Pale in the occupied territory of the Eastern front, which the Jews were to 
be prevented from passing, so that the crystal purity of the Fatherland 
might not be, as it was put, “ Jewishly defiled?" We invite the 
attention of our coreligionists in America to this influential circular, this 
danger signal of a new anti-Jewish campaign in Germany. If the Russian 
eagle is to be lampooned what will their crude artistry have to say 
of the German bird? The truth is that the warning of .German Jewry is 
really a warning to world-wide Jewry to realise that it is not in 
the tottering fabric of Russian oppression that the real enemy of the race 
lies, but in the narrow, egotistical and brutal militarist Junkerdom of 
a country which is the true parent of countless Jewish wrongs far afield 
and whose whole outlook upon life is the very negation of all Jewish ideals. 
If the circular of the Jews of Germany should but open the eyes of our 
American brethren to this vital troth an enormous service will be done to 
the Jewish cause. | |

To take measures adequate for 
coping with this particular problem is undoubtedly, so far, at least,as concerns 
initiative, the Chief Rabbi's job. Itis involved in the work of Communal 
organization to compass which he was elected to the high office that he 
occupies. It may be that in this fact there is an added element 
of the anxiety which wé should feel upon the question. Bnt the 
job must be done, if in the future we would save a load of 
trouble undcr which we _ shall stagger for generations; even if 
it leaves us the life with which to stagger. And, no one ought to be so 
capable of compassing it so well as he who is equipped with ‘the title of 
Chief Rabbi of the United Congregations of the British Empire. I refer to 
the question here because no little evidence has reached me of the feeling 
that exists that “something must be done” in the matter; and I allude to 
the Chief Rabbi for reasons positive as well as negative, sotosay. On the 
one hand I have no doubt that: Dr. Hertz, because he is Chief Rabbi, 
should undertake the work, and on the other it seems to the present writer 
important that it should not fall to other hands which will soon be weighted 
with other problems arising out of the war. Indeed, as a leading note in the 
last issue of the JEWISH CHRONICLE went to show, what I wrote upon the 
subject, far from exhausting it, merely touched the fringe of it. The 
religious and communal questions which must arise out of the war are, as a 
moment's reflection will show, complex, complicated and far-reaching. But 
the post-bellum problems that will be certain to confront Anglo- Jewry are 
not confined to religious and communal questions. There are others. 


HERE is, for instance, the wider and bigger after-war question of the 
Jewish world-position, the problem of civic and political rights for Jews

This fact casts an enormous responsibility upon Anglo-Jewry, and far be it 
from me to say that it is not appreciated by those specially charged with 
this supremely important section of Anglo-Jewish activity. What exact 
stage that activity has reached it-is not my purpose here to inquire, nor to 
discuss the prospects of success with which up till now that activity has 
been crowned. | 
ie may be taken for granted, however, that there is still much to be done. 
The Conjoint Committee, which is the body specially concerned, has 
still a long way to hoe. The widening of the area of its representation has 
apparently not yet been consummated, and there are still vast chunks of 
Anglo-Jewry with which it is entirely out of touch. The plunge into democ- 
ratisation has been postponed. Its linking up with the masses ofourcommunity 
is not yet. It may be that the ending of the communal recess will see the 
beginning of new things in this direction. We must wait, and perhaps we 
shall see. But there is another great mass of Jewry with which a link- 
ing up for the purposes, if possible, of common action and common policy is 
urgent, if the bigger after-war problems of our people are to have the best 
chance of anything like a favourable settlement. 


Q)N the other side of the Atlantic is the other English-speaking Jewry.

LIBELS._ IN RUSSIAN MILITARY COURTS. 


(FROM OUR COKRESPONDENT.] 
PETROGRAD., 

On the recapture of Dubno by the Russians our enemies brought charges of 
disloyalty against our brethren, and atcused the Jewish ex-Mayor, M. Rass, and 
his assistant, M. Burchash, of oppressing the population to the advantage of the 
enemy. The two ex-officials were arrested, but the Court found all libels baseless. 
MM. Rass and Burchash wereaccordingly released. 

he famous advocate, M«. Grusenberg, also won a great success at the Chief 
Military Court to which he appealed on behalf of an aged Jew, M. Hershinovitz, 
the ex-Mayor of Mariumpol (during the first occupation of the city by the 
enemy). Some time ago he was sentenced to eight years’ penal servitude, but it 


was subsequently proved that the charge of disloyalty against him and the local. 


Jews had emanated from a Mohammedan German spy, and that the gendarme 
officer left by the Russians in the town to watch the enemy spoke in high terms 
of the loyalty of M. Hershinovitz and of the Jews generally. General Bernatzky 
commented on the gendarme’s official evidence in the military: organ, the Russk: 
Invalide, and M. Grusenberg brought the case to the notice of the Chief 
Military Court, which decided immediately to release M, Hershinovitz and to 
order a second trial for the purpose of investigating the matter thoroughly. 


POLISH LEADERS AND THE JEWS.

he Polish deputy, M. Harusevitch, has made.a statement at Moscow on the 
future of the Jewish rights in an autonomous Poland. He stated that not only 
he, but all his Polish colleagues in the Duma, were of the opinion that in the new 
Poland there would be no religious or national restrictions in force for any 
citizens. 

Professor Yavorsky, President of the Polish Corseil National Supréme, has 
oublished, in the Lausanne periodical La Pologne aux Polonaises, a gratifying 
statement on the Jewish question. Poland, he asserted, must deal with the Jews 
in accordance with the methods of Western Europe. It must endeavour to 
strengthen their ties to the country by giving them political equality. Poland 
must also demand of the Jews wholehearted devotion to the country, but that will 


only become possible when Foland opens to them the road to culture and their | 


welfare. Only in such a manner have the Jews in Western Europe become good 
Frenchmen, Englishmen, Italians, etc.

Mr. Robert Grau, who was formerly prominent in musical and dramatic 
circles in America and manager for Madame Adelina Patti, diedast month. Mr. 
Grau was brother of the late Maurice Grau, who managed the Metropolitan Opera 
House at one time. Robert Grau conducted tours of many famous concert stars, 
and when Mme. Patti made her farewell tour of America in 1903-4 he was her 
manager. Her profits on the tour were 200,000 dols., which at that time was 
regarded as the most an artist ever received fora similartrip. ‘“‘ Forty Years’ 
Observation of Music and Drama” and “ The Business Man in the Amusement 
World” are the titles of two books of which Mr. Grau was author. 


“MELBOURNE COMMUNAL WORKER DEAD. 


A familiar figure in Melbourne Jewry has passed away by the death, in his 
eighty-fourth year, of Mr. Simon Kozminsky. He was the “father” of the St. 
Kilda Congregation, was for some years on the Board of Management. of the 
Melbourne Hebrew Congregation, and was one of the oldest Jewish citizens of 
Australia. . His genial and straightforward character made him a general 
favourite among Jewsand Gentiles alike. Mr. Kozminsky settled in Victoria over 
fifty years ago. In Melbourne he carried on business as an antiquarian jeweller, 
and as such gained a widerepute as aspecialist and expert. During the war, he 
was instrumental in raising some thousands of pounds for the various patriotic 
funds.

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OBITUARY. 

MRS. A. GOLDSTON. 

Mrs. A. Goldston, widow of the late Rev. A. Goldston, Burial Rabbi of the 
United Synagogue, died last Sabbath, in her eighty-second year, at 68, Highbury 
New Park. Among her sons are the Rev. J. Goldston (Swansea), the Rev. N. 
Goldston, minister of the South-East London Synagogue, Mr. Isaac Goldston, 
Headmaster of the Underwood Street Council School and Secretary of the 
Dalston Synagogue, and Mr. Sim A. Goldston, J.P., who resides in Canada. 

TRIBUTE BY THE REV. ]. F. STERN. 


The time of stress and storm and sorrow through which the nation is passing 
has given the nation’s women the opportunity of service in many spheres of 
activity hitherto closed against them, and they are eagerly grasping them for 
their own good and the good of society. It has been otherwise with Jewish 
womanhood. The Jewish woman has always had her opportunity ; she has 
always realised the realm of her greatest influence, and none has been rash 
enough toquestion what Jews and Judaism have owed throughout the ages to 
her genial sway within the sanctuary of the home in which she has always reigned 
supreme, In the death, at the ripe old age of eighty-two, of Mrs. Amelia Goldston, 
the widow of the late Rev. Abraham Goldston, for many years Burial Rabbi of the 
United Synagogue, there has passed away one who worthily upheld the noblest 
traditions of the noblest type of Jewish womanhood, Greatly influenced in her 
upbringing by her kinsman, the late Rev. Aaron Levy, Dayan of the London 
community, it was the dream of her girlhood days to become the 
partner in life of one who was engaged in the service of the synagogue, 
and when this wish was gratified she lovingly and loyally shared the 
cares and trials which are the lot of the struggling minister of 
a small country congregation, finding her joy in lightening her husband's 
burden by the strength of her own faith and the reality of her own 
religious life. On the transfer of her husband's activities to the metropolis, Mrs. 
Goldston took a prominent part in the benevolent work that engaged much of 
his time in connection with the minor synagogues with which he became associ- 
ated, and her home in East London was ever open to ail in need of a kindly 
word and a helping hand. Especially welcome were the young friendless 
students eager to share in the religious teaching which Rabbi Goldston 
gave to the sons growing up around him, of whom two have followed him 
in the sacred profession of the synagogue, viz., the Rev. Joseph Goldston, 
and the Rev: Nehemiah Goldston, while a third son is Mr. Isaac Goldston, 
a very active worker in the cause of Jewish religious education in the Metropolis. 
No mother was prouder of her boys than Mrs. Goldston, to no one did they owe 
more for the positions of influence and public work to which they had attained 
than to their mother. To the writer of these few lines of tribute to the memory 


’ of a true “ woman of worth,” it is a source of profound satisfaction to recall the 
more than kindly interest she took in the ministry of the friend of her own sons:

SELIGMAN.—Mr. James Seligman, senior member of the firm of J. and W° | 


Seligman and Co., of New York, died at Long Branch on the 20th of August, in hiS 
ninety-third year. He was the last survivor of the seven brothers of Mr. Isaac 
Seligman, of Londom. The deceased came to America in 1839, and in course of 
time he, with his brothers, built up the great financial house with which the name 
of Seligman is identified, and which had its ramifications in London, Paris, Frank- 
fort, and San Francisco. The firm many times acted as fiscal agents for the 
United States Government. For fifteen years Mr. Seligman was,a member of the 
Governing Committee of the New York Stock Exchange, of which he became a 
member in 1869, after having been a member of the old Gold Board. He was 
also at various times a member of the Exchange Committees on Securities, 
Finance and Admissions. He was one of the founders of Temple Emanu-El and 
for many years President of the Congregation. On the occasion of his ninetieth 
birthday his daughter, Mrs, Benjamin Guggenheim, with whom he resided in 


Fifth Avenue, gave him a party which was attended by more than one hundred

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Rumania, the Jews, and the War. 


INTERVIEW FOR THE ¥EWISH CHRONICLE 
WITH THE HAHAM, DR. MOSES GASTER, 


HERE are few men in Jewry, certainly none outside the country 
itself, who know Rumania and its problems—particularly the 
Jewish question there—better than the learned Haham, Dr. 
Gaster. . Dr. Gasteris not only a native of Rumania, but his 
family have been resident there for generations: His father who, by the 
by, will in the course of a few days be celebrating his eightieth birthday, 
and is happily in a state of health and 
strength usually associated with vigorous 
middle-age, held a high position in the 
Diplomatic Service at Bucharest... Dr. 
Gaster, although he was compelled to leave 
Rumania many years ago for political 
reasons, has long since been an intimate 
friend of the Rumanian Court, and only a 
short time ago received from Her late 
Majesty Queen Elizabeth a charming letter, 
not in the least of a formal nature, in refer- 
ence to his book on Rumanian Folklore, 
which was noticed at some length in out 
columns a few months. ago. The learned 
- Haham was good enough to place himself 
at the disposal of the JEWISH CHRONICLE 
in order to give his views on_ the 
position of affairs from the Jewish 
standpoint, consequent .on  Rumania’s 
decision to join the Allies the 
present struggle. 
‘ The situation has changed completely,” said Dr. Gaster, “now that Rumania 
has come into the war, now that she has taken her place side by side with the 
Allies, who have inscribed upon their banners the hope of freedom for Europe 
and the emancipation of nationalities. ._The Jewish question in Rumania 
is no longer localised to that country. The declaration of war by 
Rumania eliminated the Rumanian Jewish question absolutely and ccm- 
pletely. The question is not now to-day what is going to happen to the 
comparative handful of Jews who reside in Rumania and are Russian subjects. 
The question is what is going to happen to the Jews in Europe, and the Rumanian 
Jewish question takes its place as a section of the general problem side by side 
with the question of the future of the Jews in Russia and the question of what is 
going to become of the Jews in Poland. There may be other Jewish, questions 
that will emerge from the terrible combat which is now ensuing. That is to 
say, there may be other centres where the position of Jews before the war was 
favourable or, at least, tolerable, and which may be very different now that war 
and all the forces and passions that it has let loose are sweeping over them. 
The din of battle has drowned many a voice that could be heard once upon a time. 
The smoke of war has obliterated and clouded much which we regarded once as 
important. Here, in regard to Rumania, is a case in point. The position of the 
Jews there was prescribed by the Treaty of Berlin. To-day, the Treaty of Berlin is 
of no importance; to all intents and purposes it is non-existent. The vast problems 
and questions which it was supposed to settle must be now re-cast in the light of 
new events, and it is useless to look at merely this or that single point. It does 
not help us much to discuss, for instance, what is going to be the position of Jews 
in, say, Transylvania, which it is generally supposed will go over to Rumania. 
We know that the position and the condition of the Jews there has been admirable 
from every point of view. But our Transylvanian coreligionists comprise, after 
all, only few souls comparatively, and it would merely be diverting our gaze which 
ought to be fixed upon the Jewish problem as*a whole, for us‘to turn our eyes to 
the fate of this small section of our people. It is not a question of Jews here or 
there in any local centre. It is a question now of the Jews of Europe.” 


A DIFFICULT POSITION. 
And how do you regard the prospects ? . 


Dr. Moses Gaster. 


‘Well, the whole position is extremely difficult and complex and it differs in. 


regard to various countries, although the question in each country is necessarily 


interdependent.one upon another. The Jewish problem gud Jewish must become 
a problem of international importance, This war is a war of nationalities and 
not of States. Take the case of Poland. There, the question of Nationality is 
coming to its Own, as it were. It is not the desire of this or that Power to have a 
new State created, which is bound up with the Polish question for Prussia and the 
Polish question for Austria. There is no question of a State problem there 
in either case. You have the same elimination of State problems and the 
setting up of national problems elsewhere; in the justification set up by 
Italy for its fighting for the Trentino, just as you have the justification of 
Romania for endeavouring to conquer Transylvania. It is a re“uniting 
of the scattered elements of various nationalities each into its respective 
nationality. It is no question of conquest or occupying territories of an alien 
race. It is the cry of nation to nation, striving to be reunited. Now this spirit 
of nationalism deepened, as it must be, by the experiences, the sufferings, the 
privations, and the horrors of the ghastliest war in history, will mean that the 
boundaries of States will be drawn more narrowly. The cosmopolitan character 
of the modern State will practically disappear. The problem in future, therefore, 
for the Jew is involved in just this enormous revolution which the war is going to 
effect. Where will the Jew, alien in nationality everywhere, find his niche 
and his place? There must be a difficult situation created for the Jew, 
and the alternative that events are bound to place before him will be 
the alternative of assimilation or annihilation. The difficulty of assimilation, on 
the one hand, and the unthinkableness of annihilation on the other create a 


terrible dilemma for the Jew after the war. You see how enormous and far- 


reaching is the Jew's problem. Where in Europe—I am not quite sure that the 
range will not be much wider—is the Jew to find his place, with this spirit of 


national conscientiousness sharpened and accentuated among the various nations 
as it will be as a result of this war? ” | 


UNITED JEWRY IMPOSSIBLE. 


How, then, is the Jew to set about solving his problem ? 

; That cannot be done hurriedly or in an empiric manner. For fixing upon 
the right and true course which Jews must adopt, they must depend upon the 
sagacity of themselves, foresee events,,and. act accordingly. Here, again, the 
Jew meets with a great and enormous difficulty everywhere. Jewish men of light 
and of leading who have found no backing, no encouragement among 
their own people, have turned elsewhere and found it among other 
peoples, and they have everywhere . among. those peoples become 
prominent, spiritual forces. But then, everywhere, has been elsewhere than within 
the Jewish fold, If there have been forces attracting Jews from devoting their.

minds, their spirits, their energies to Jewry, so there have been forces within 
Jewry repelling those men and inducing them to devote themselves to the services 
of peoples outside Jewry. If you start killing your propbets-in the Temple, it 
ought not to be astonishing that those who are able to prophesy do so eisewhere 
than inthe Temple. It seems to me, however, that one of the essential things 
for Jews to understand and appreciate, to recognise and face, is the impossibility 
of absolute unity in Jewry. Weconstantly prateof Jewish unity.” We constantly 
urgeunthinkingly that the voice of Jewry should be one, The thing isimpossible. Let 
us realise facts. There are two separatecamps in Jewry, two separate cultures, two 
diverse aspirations, one to the East and one meandering along the shallows in the 
West. Each hasits part to play. Each bas ats duty to perform. Each hasa 
territory, so to speak, which needs Jewish irrigation, Each has its distinct path. 
Let us, then, recognise the fact of these separate streams and try to harmonise the 
service both can perform to Jewry asa whole. In other words, the two sections 
of Jewry (of which I have indicated the main division) that exist among us may, 
and ought to be, co-ordinated, may, and ought to, assist one and the other for the 
general benefit. If we try to get them to agree on all things, we shall meet with 
dismal and disastrous failure. I am convinced that these differing ideas and 
ideals are based On certain essential differences in point of conception. They are 
radical and basic. Both of the divisions into which I have broadly separated 
these ideas and ideals have a great work to do for-Judaism and lewry. 
Let them do their work each in its own way, consistently with the ideas and ideals 
of that section. Let them co-operate and co-ordinate their work, if you like. But 


unless you wish for failure, do not expect them to coalesce.” 


FROM THE TEMPORARY TO THE PERMANENT. 


But there are, it is agreed in the main, two definite demands which Jews have 
to make in regard to their position in the future ? . 

“Yes, but as they are currently detailed they are by no means clear. For 
instance, there is the demand for equal civic and political rights. But equal to 
whom? The Moujik in Russia, for example, bas certain rights which Jews do 
not possess. Are the equal rights of the Jew going to be equal to those 
of the Moujik? 1 give that only as, an instance, to show how 
loose in. fact is this phrase of ‘equal rights. think we all know 
what we mean, but so long as you have a phrase that does not adequately 


express what you mean you must beware of the pitfalls into which you may 


be led when you come to test the practical application of your demand. You 


have an excellent instance in this in the Berlin Treaty in regard to the Jews o! - 


Rumania. The fact is very much the same in regard to the otber section whic! 
works for national rights for our people as Jews. That, too, may mean anything. 
But it is safe to say that the Jewish demand to-day is divided between that o/ 


those who on the one hand claim what is necessary for the temporary tempora! | 


position of the Jew, and on the other that of those who look from to-day to 
to-morrow for a permanent solution of the Jewish question, ~ 

‘ There is no need for me to tell your readers in which section I range my. 
self,” said Dr, Gaster, in conclusion. “I think, to put it succinctly, I am, as the 
l'ut I look earnestly, wistfully forward 
from the temporary to the permanent, from to-day to to-morrow, from the 
temporal to the spiritual, and am working—as I have always worked—heart and 
soul for a definite solution of Jewish troubles that shall have in it the elements 0! 
permanence. Do not think I look indifferently upon the efforts of those who are 
engaged in compassing the more immediate necessities of our people, whose who'e 
attention is directed to the countries of our dispersion and ‘not to the land of our 
redemption. They also play their part in the ultimate redemption of Israel—and 


jhe peace for which we pray for all our people,”

LIEUT. E. M. GOSSCHALK. 


The many friendsin Hull of Lieut. Edward M. Gosschalk, of the King's Own 
Yorkshire Light Infantry, will regret to learn that that officer has been killed in 
action in France. He was educated at Hymers College, Hull, and when at the 
school gained distinction as an athlete, holding most of the records there were.

He was thirty-two years 
old and unmarried: The late Lieut. Gosschalk had been serving nearly two 
years, and this was his second time out. He was home wounded twelve months 
ago. One of his brothers is Major Gosschalk, who has been at the front and is 


_ acting as recruiting officer at Bridlington; another is Capt. Gosschalk, of the East 


Yorksbires, who was invalided home with shell shock and is now Assistant 
Secretary to the Territorial Force Association in Paragon Street. Mr. M. V. 
Ccosschalk, solicitor, of Hull, is another brother, of whom there are six altogether. 

The Rev. S. Gross, B.A., prefaced his sermon at the Western Synagogue, 
Hull, last Sabbath with the following remarks: “To the losses that Hull Jewry is 
suffering must now be added that of Lieut. Gosschalk, the brother of the Hon. 
Secretary of our synagogue. Lieut. Gosschalk was known to you all as an 
earnest and lovable gentleman, who at the call of duty gave upallto fight 
He willingly made the great sacrifice, and it is we who have to 
mourn the loss of an enthusiastic member of our community, one whom it will 
be difficult to replace. But our grief is nothing as compared to that of his 


parents and relatives, and it is to them that our sympathy goes forth, and we pray 


the good God to give them comfort in this time of their sorrow.

The death of Pioneer Louis Green, killed in action in France on August 24th, 
has cast a dark shadow over the Bayswater Jewish School of the staff of which he 
was a member since 1910, when he left college.

A Sermon for the Week.

GOING FORTH TO WAR. 


‘When thou goest forth to war against thine enemies, and the Lord thy God hatR 
delivered them into thine hands, and thou hast taken them captives.’'—Deuteronomy xxi., 10, 
The policy of the Mosaic legislation in suffering ancient customs of 
which it disapproved, but which it did not see its way entirely to supersede, 
is strikingly exemplified in the opening section of this week’s Sedrah, which 
forms the subject of the present discourse. It was a recognised custom 
among ancient’nations that successful warriors had the right of enslaving 
those whom they had captured in war. Not men only but women also 
| became the absolute possession of their captors. The custom was too general 
and too deep-seated to be altogether abolished in a rude, warlike age which 
regarded marriage by capture as legal, at thesametimeasit allowed polygamy. 
But Mosaism softened its harsher features, hedging it round with restrictions 
that raised it far above the customs prevailing among barbarous nations. 


fair captives of war without actually prohibiting it. 
would have defeated its own purpose. The warrior was allowed to bring a 
captive to his home. But for a whole menth she was to sit in. disfiguring 
mourning for her parents, the object being to cool the ardour of her would- 
be husband. If this object was attained and he altered his intentions with 
regard to her, he was to let her go entirely free: “ Thou shalt not sell her 
at all for money, thou shalt not make mefchandise of her, because thou 
hast humbled her.” Otherwise, he was to make her his wife. But such 
marriages were only a concession to the times, and the unfortunate con- 
sequences to which they were liable to lead are at least hinted at in what 
follows... The amorous warrior would probably have another wife, whom 
he might be tempted to neglect for her more attractive rival. The rights of 
the original wife were carefully safeguarded. Her son was to take pre- 
cedence of any children that might be born of the second marriage: “If a 
man have two wives, one (the fair captive—according to the happy sugges- 
tion of Rabbinical commentators) beloved, and another (the original wite, 
according to the same conjecture) hated, and they have borne him 
children, both the beloved and the hated, and if the firstborn son be hers 
that was hated: Then it shall be when he maketh his sons to 
inherit that which he hath, that he may not make the son of his 
beloved to be the first-born before the son of the hated, which is 
indeed the first-born. But he shall acknowledge the son of the hated for 
the first-born, by giving him a double portion of all that he hath: for he s 
the beginning of his strength; the right of the first-born is his.’’ Even so, 
a household thus constituted was not likely to be a happy one, and the 
children of a marriage which was not 
SANCTIFIED BY THE PUREST AFFECTION 
would often grow up to be a disappointment to their parents. As the 
marriage of a captive woman might engender domestic quarrels, these dis- 
sensions might lead in their turn—so the Rabbins suggest—to one of the 
darkest of domestic tragedies—"* the stubborn and rebellious son, who will 
not obey the voice of his father or the voice of his mother.’’ Such a-son is 
to be stoned to death. But the law is not as stern as it seems and could 
seldom have been put into practice. For note that both parents have to 
charge him before the elders of the city, and it was exceedingly unlikely 
that, even-in the worst cases, both the father and the mother would be 
willing to consign their son to death. The law of the rebellious son is to 
be regarded as an ideal rather than a practical procedure. It was 
placed upon the ‘statute-book as a salutary warning to wicked children, 
who might perbaps be influenced in time by the mere threat of their 
parents to put the law into execution, or softened by the forbearance 
of their parents to avail themselves of their legal rights. A man having 
suffered the extreme penalty of the law, whether a rebellious son or some 
other criminal, and having been executed by stoning, burning, the sword, 
or strangulation, was often suspended from a tree asa public example. 
But such suspension was only ‘to take place fora short time. “His body 
shall not remain all night, but thou shalt in anywise bury him that  day.’’ 
The reason given for this ‘3—has been 
differently interpreted by commentators. The Septuagint and other 
‘authorities render it: ‘he that is hanged is accursed of God.” Onkelos 
and Saadiah explain: “he that is hanged has cursed God.” A third 
explanation, which we prefer, is that of Rashi: “such hanging is a pro- 
fanation of the majesty of God (?.e., a Chillul Hashem), who-has created 
man in His own image.” Hence, as soon as the suspension has served its 
purpose, the malefactor must be buried and no longer be allowed to defile the 
sacred land by so terrible an exhibition. We now pass from this connected 
series of laws to those set forth in the 22nd chapter. They are of various 
kinds. Some of them are laws of purity, designed to safeguard female 
chastity; others are laws of kindness. Moses enjoins such acts. of 
neighbourly kindness as restoring the lost property of another and helping 
his fallen beast. And kindness to animals is likewise a religious duty. 
There is, besides the law in the fourth verse just referred to, the 
injunction; in taking a bird's nest to let the mother go free, and the 
prohibition of ploughing with an ox and an ass together. The ox and ass 
being of such different size and strength, it would be cruel to yoke them to 
one another. But this latter prohibition would also seem to be founded on 
that aversion to unnatural mixtures which is a striking feature of the Mosaic 
law, and which forms the subject-matter of the context.

JUDAISM AND PACIFICISM. 
A PACIFICIST VIEW. 


S1R,—The controversy as to what is the proper relation of Judaism to War 
is admittedly a subject of the most complex nature, and one on which there is not 
by any means unanimity among Jews themselves; and it is only by a considera- 


may be hoped to be reached. One point of view was presented last week. This 


week the subject is considered in a different aspect, and a plea is put forward on } 


behalf of the doctrine that is commonly—though most misleadingly—called 
“ Non-Resistance.” | 

The Peace ideals of the Hebrew Prophets may be, and in very truth are, a 
tremendous inspiration to the Jewish pacificist. But Peace must be the ideal of 
cvcry really true Jew, whether he be pacificist or fighter. The point on which 
they differ is as to how that ideal will be realised. The Jewish pacificist believes 
that warfare can never be ended by taking part in it, but only by a refusal in 
all circumstances to have any participation in it. This belief is not only based on 
his own inner convictions as an ordinary human being, but, in the case of the Jew 
derives a very great part of its inspiration from Bible teaching. 

It is true that there is no direct prohibition in the Bible against warfare. But 
there is equally none against either slavery or polygamy. We would not, how- 
ever, On this ground nowadays defend either of these practices. We recognise 
that there is progress in religion as in everything else, and should now consider 
such conduct morally and ethically wrong. So it is with regard to warfare. The 
Jewish pacificist finds in the Bible no such command as “ Resist not evil,” which 
must be literally obeyed. -But he sees that the whole general trend and develop- 
ment, both of Bible-teaching and of progressive Jewish thought in post-Biblical 
times, has been more and more against participation in warfare. 

At the present day, all that the Jewish conscientious objector means by the 
term “Non-Resistance” isa belief in the superiority of spiritual over physical 
force, and a faith in God that enables him to act up to that belief ‘in all cir- 


cumstances. The writer of last week's interesting article seems somewhat to lose | 


sight of the practical power of love instead of violence, as the truest and best 
means of attaining the desired end of righteousness and peace. Can it be con- 
sistently proved that the surest way to overcome national or international evils is 
for men to engage in mutual slaughter? 

As has already been-said, the Jewish pacificist derives his greatest inspiration 
from Bible sources:. He remembers the words of Isaiah: 

Woe to them that go down to Egypt for help; and stay on horses, and trust in 
chariots, because they are many; and in horsefnen, because they are very strong; but 
they look not unto the Holy One of Israel, neither seek the Lord ! 

Now the Egyptians are men, and not God; and their horses flesh, and not Spirit. 
When the Lord shall stretch out his hand, both he that helpeth shali fall, and he that is 
holpen shall fall down, and they all shall fail together. ? 

And the words of the Psalmist: 


There is no king saved by the multitude of an host: a mighty man is not delivered 
by much strength. | 
An horse is a vain thing for safety > neither shall he deliver any byhis great strength. 
_ Behold, the eye of the Lord is upon them that fear Him, upon them that hope in 
His mercy ; 
To deliver their soul from death, and.to keep them alive in famirie, 
Our soul waiteth for the Lord: He is our help and our shield. 
Some trust in chariots, and some in horses: but we will remember the name of the 
Lord our God. 


They are brought down and fallen, but-we are risen, and stapd upright. 


He recollects ths words of Zachariah ; 
Not by might, nor by power, but by my spirit, saith the Lord of Hosts. 


And he recalls God's manifestation of Himself to Elijah, not in the wind, nor in 
the earthquake, nor in the fire, but in the “still small voice.” — 

Nor does the Jewish pacificist have to ‘rely on blind and unreasoning faith 
unsupported by past.experience.. History bears witness to the truth of his beliefs. 
The great military nations. of the past—Egypt, Assyria, Babylon, Rome—all in 
turn held Israel in captivity. Yet they but’served to’shew the truth of the words 
“By strength shall no man prevail.” For to-day those mighty empires are non- 
existent, while God's chosen people still remain His witness upon earth to the 
power of righteousness and peace. The survival.of the Jewish people for almost 
two thousand years after their political extinction has not been due to any 


but it demands of the Jew that he exercise all-his might and ‘strength in the fight 
to maintain and spread the great truths of his religion, and that he shew his 


heroism in combating the present-day evils of poverty, ignorance, and disease. |

CAN WE CONSCRIPT ALLIED ALIENS? | 
Writing in the Daily Chronicle of Wednesday, Mr. Lucien Wolf says:— 
Now that the plan for the enlistment of Russian subjects in the British Army 
has been promulgated, minus the Deportation Clause, the interesting question 
arises: What will Mr. Herbert Samuel do if the response is unsatisfactory? Ina 


mysterious postscript, “further measures,” no doubt of a coercive character, are 
hinted at as probable in such an event, and it has been hastily assumed that 


ceportation will not be one of them, and that in that case coercion will be 


impossible. I venture to doubt both the assumption and the inference. Per- 
sonally, I have no objection to deportation, not that I am less zealous than 
Lord Loreburn_ against certain unhappy aspects of Russian domestic policy, but I 
am convinced that if anyone is deported under this scheme he wil! only have his 
own incivism to blame. The Russian stranger within our gates has, neither a 
moral, nor, as I propose to show presently, a legal right to refuse military service 
to us in our hour of need, and, if he does so, it is incomprehensible to me that 
anyone should wish to shield him from the deportation which, under the Aliens 
Act of 1905, is often virtually applied to far less undesirable undesirables without 

But, as I have said, it is doubtful whether deportation is the only string 
Mr. Samuel has to his Coercion bow.

FOREIGNERS AND MILITARY SERVICE. 


There is a widely-spread popular impression that the immunity of foreigners 
from all forms of military service is an established axiom of international law: 
This is quite erroneous. On the contrary, so far as the diplomatic precedents go’ 
itis safer to say that there is mo absolute prohibition of the conscription of 
foreigners, except in so far as it is provided for by treaty. The principle in itself 
is only limited by the neutral laws and obligations of the States to which the 
foreigners affected belong. The classic case on the subject is that of the British 
nationals who were conscripted for the United States army during the American 
Civil War. The difficulty was not covered by treaty, and never has been to this 
day, but Great Britain protested, and she had her way. Her protest, however, 
made very large and important admissions, which have.a direct bearing on the 


case we are now discussing. Lord Lyons, then British Minister in Washington, 
was instructed to say that :— 


There is no rule or principle of international law which prohibits the Government of 

any country from requiring aliens resident within its territories to serve in the Militia or 
ice of the country, or to contribute to the support of such establishments. But, Her 
Majesty's Government would not consent to British subjects being compelled to serve in 
tie armies of either party in a quarrel in which, as aliens, they had no concern ; and for 
cich on their return to England they would incur the penalties imposed on British 
su) jects for having taken part in the war, 


We have here two propositions. One is that aliens are liable, if called upon, 
to service in the Militia and Police; the other is that they are only debarred from 
service in the Army when it involves participation in a quarrel “in which they 


2 


have no concern,” and in regard to which their parent State has declared its | 


neutrality. For the referénce to penalties imposed on British subjects “ for having 
taken part in the war,” in Lord Lyons's Note is a reference to the British procla- 
mation of. neutrality of May 13th, 1861, and to the Foreign Enlistment Act of 
1-19 therein cited. The inference then is clear. Had Great Britain not been 
neutral in the war, in a sense friendly to the United States, the Washington 
Government would have been as free to enrol British subjects in its active army 


8s \t was admittedly free to enrol them in its Militia. 


RUSSIAN SUBJECTS IN ENGLAND. 


Now let us apply this rule to the Russian subjects at present domiciled in this 
country, If there were no treaty dealing with the question between Great Britain 


and Russia, we should; in any case, be free to enrol Russian subjects in our 
Police, and in the National Guard, or any other force raised for home defence. 
ut the circumstances of the present war would also have permitted us to enrol 
them in the active army, seeing that we are not a neutral, but, on the contrary, 
an ally of Russia, and that consequently no Russian subjects here can plead 
‘iat we are forcing them into “a quarrel in which, as aliens, they have no 
concern.” It is clear then that they are not protected against our conscription by 
international law. They are, however, protected by treaty. Article XIV. of the 
Anglo-Russian Commercial Treaty of 1859 runs as follows :— ge 

lhe subjects of either of the two High Contracting Parties in the Dominions and 
Possessions of the other shall be exempted from all compulsory military service what- 


exempted from all judicial and frunicipal charges and functi : i 
from all contributions, whether P ge ctions whatever, as well as

personal service; and, finally, from forced loans and military exactions or reqniaisions. 
This, then, is their only protection, but I cannot im

or if, as is probable,, the Russian Government refuse to 
protect them under it, then they must come automatically under Lord 
Lyons's rule, and must be available for any military service we may choose 
to. impose upon them. But there is an easier and smoother way out of this 


difficulty. If, as I do not anticipate, thereis any widespread resistance to military 
service, and if, for reasons which need

Nevertheless, I confess I am not quite comfortable in my Own mind as to 
whether, in all the circumstances of the case, such a conscription should be pre- 
cisely of the same scope as that applied to the native Englishman, The peculiar 
position of the Russian refugee, and the overwhelming majority are refugees, must be 
takenintoaccount. Inthe first place, however long he may have resided here, and how- 
ever complete may be his identification with this country, so far as his material 
interests and social relations are concerned, he is not an Englishman. Consequently, 
he cannot feel, and cannot be expected to feel, exactly in the same way as the native 
Englishman, the deep national consciousness, the historic inspirations, or even the 
moral impulses which lie at the root of our enthusiasm in this war. In the 


foreigner permanently settled abroad is, even without naturalisation, much less of 
a true citizen of his parent State than one who has never left it, but also because 
he has certain notorious and undeniable grievances against the Russian Govern- 
ment, which render it difficult for him to do anything, even indirectly, to help inthe 
extension of Russian dominion. He is, in short, very much in the position of the 
neutral permanent resident, who, under Lord Lyons’s rule, is admitted to 
be liable to enrolment in the Police and Militia, and who, according to Blunt- 
schli’s doctrine, which is accepted by all the leading international jurists, may 
even be conscripted in the active army, to defend “the State, or any part of it, 
when it is threatened by an invasion of savages, or uncivilised nations.” This 
being so, the solution seems to me to lie in the direction of conscription for Home 
Defence and Labour Battalions, according to the capacity of each conscript. 
There is, I believe, ample scope for such conscription. As for Home Defence, 
that need not be limited to the relatively easy work of our grey-clad National 
Guard. For service of this kind I believe there would be a ready, if not an 
enthusiastic, response from the whole community of Russian refugees in this 
country, although I do not doubt that any scheme that may be ultimately resolved 
upon will be loyally accepted by them.

The vast majority had intimated their willing- 
ness to adopt the scheme. He had, therefore, convened the meeting to ratify 
their decision. Several speakers took part in the subsequent discussion, and after 
some deliberation, the scheme, as outlined by the President, was unanimously 
adopted. It was unanimously resolved that Mr.S. Wolfson be requested to with- 
draw his resignation. The energetic action taken by the President removes the 
last difficulty in connection with the critical financial position of the congregation, 
and he is to be congratulated on the untiring efforts he has displayed to win over 
the opposition, and to end what threatened to become a serious deadlock in the 
management of the congregation's affairs. 

On Wednesday week the marriage was solemnised of Miss Lily Ligh:- 
man, eldest daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Louis Lightman, of “ Ericville,” 
Harehills Avenue, and Mr. L. A. Gillinson, The ceremony, which 
aroused much interest owing to Mr. Lightman’s prominent part in local 
communal matters, was performed by the Rev. M. Abrahams, B.A., assisted 
by the Rev. S. Diamond. Pte. S. Gillinson, of the Royal Berkshire Regiment, 
the bridegroom's brother, was best man. At the reception which followed the 
ceremony, Mr. A. Davis, Vice-President of the Old Hebrew Congregation, 
presented the bride with a silver rose bowl, suitably inscribed, in recognition of 
her father's labours for many years as Treasurer and President, and of the pro- 
minent part he had taken in other spheres of communal work.

A friend of mine who has been attempting to find a Jewish boarding-house 
on the South Coast has discovered himself in the company of a disconsolate 
crowd to whom the “ house full” board has been exhibited at every turn. Letters, 
telegrams, and personal calls—all these the South Coast boarding-house keeper 
can ignore with an indifference that is sublime. Should matters not improve before 
the season is too far spent, it would be a mitzvah if the South Coast Railway 
were to refuse to supply tickets to would-be travellers of Semitic physiognomy. 
It would save much cash and subsequent disillusion, and poor Margate—dear 
Margate of happy memory—wonders if Israel will ever return. 


I think I could write a whole chapter concerning Jewish boarding-house 
keepers and their ways. One of their little failings, when the house is full and 
the letter of a would-be guest has remained unanswered, is to explain that the 
enquiry had never been received. Queer how those seaside letters go astray ! 
Another penchant for squeezing three guests into a space intended for two is 
quite netorious. But there are folk who are only. happy in a crowd, to whom 


solitudeis a penance. Besides, what's the use of pretty frocks if there are few in 
the house to see them ? 


A coincidence, of course, but one learns with interest that the official holiday 


set apart for munition workers begins on the first day of the New Year. Jewish 


munition workers should be gratefulto the Jewish Minister of Munitions for this 


unconscious concession. From shells to Shool should be a welcome change. 
But there will be no escaping the khaki element. 


The local organ is quite appalled at the number of Jewish slackers to be seen 
in Middlesex Street on Sunday mornings. That they are slackers, the oracle of 
Whitechapel Road is perfectly convinced. They cannot be otherwis: than 


slackers, because they are Jews. That is the process of the critic’s reasoning. 


That these men have had conditional exemption, or have been rejected, or expect 
to be called up at any moment, does not occur to the fault-finder. Andso the 
Jew is disparaged in the eyes of his neighbours. ‘‘ None so blind. . . .” 


So they are going to preach national economy within the walls of the Ghetto! 
We hope that the Exhibition which opens at the People’s Palace on the 18th inst. 
will be as popular as it deserves to be. For our own part, we must confess toa 
feeling of almost feminine curiosity at those promised demonstrations of Jewish 


' methods of preparing food, which are to be given “at least once a week.” If we . 


know our East End public well, they will insist that these demonstrations shal! be 
afforded oftener, for it is a fact that there are English-Jewish young women who 


_ would be all the better for a few demonstrations of this kind. And so, I shrewdly

Throughout the week the audiences at the promenade concerts have been of satis- 
factory proportions, and there is every evidence of the series being as keenly appreciated 
as hitherto. The prevailing characteristic of the programmes has been that of bright- 
ness and vivacity. With the exception of the “ Pathetic” Symphony of Tchaikowsky, 
performed on Wednesday week and the “ Valse Triste” of Sibelius on Thursday, the 
works have been evidently chosen with a view to making their listeners forget the gloom 
prevailing outside. Tuesday night week presented a programme of especial attractions 
including in its scheme the charming suite from Wormser's “ L’ Enfant Prodigue,” and 
the Symphonic poents of Sibelius and Saint-Saéas, “ Finlandia" and “ Danse Macabre.” 
The vocalist was Mr. John Booth. Mr. Benno Moisewitsch, the brilliant Russian pianist, 
gave a fine rendering of Tchaikowsky’s pianoforte Concerto in B flat minor. 

Interest was lent to the concert of Wednesday week by the first performance, in its 
revised form, of a Symphonic Scherzo by Montague F. Phillips. Composed in 1906 it 
won for its composer the Charles Lucas medal of the Royal Academy of Music, and 
since then has been heard on several occasions. It its present form, re-scored and 
re-written, it makes a remarkably melodious and artistic work, which should prove 
extremely popular. The performance was conducted by the composer, and the audience 
showed keen appreciation of the merits of the work. 

Considerable contrast was indicated in the programme of Thursday night, for it 
included works of Mendelssohn, Ambroise Thomas, Verdi, and Bizet, as: opposed to 
those of Uppolitof-Ivanoff, César Franck, Sibelius, Moussorgsky, Dvorak, and the 
appropriate Rumanian Rhapsody No. 1 in A by Enesco. The novelty was the first 
concert performance of Sir Alexander Mackenzie's setting of “Ancient Scottish Tunes 
for Strings,” the two songs chosen, “ Lett never Crueltie,” and “ Honest Luckie,” dating 
back as far as 1650, Characterised by an exhilarating virility they proved attractive and 
should be heard frequently, The distinguislHing feature of the programme, however, 
was the magnificent performance of the César Franck Variations Symphoniques by Mr. 
William Murdoch. It was little wonder that he was compelled to grant an encore, 
despite the request printed on the programme. The vocal element was represented by 
Miss Kathleen Peck.
